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First, it is accurate that both Ms. Strzelecka and Mr. Fredman took the position that the 
term "maintaining the biomaterial homogeneously suspended" was an intended use limitation. 
However, when directed to claim 21, Mr. Fredman explicitly acknowledged that this claim, 
unlike claim 21, was directed to a tissue augmentation material and not just a carrier. Mr. 
Fredman further acknowledged that this difference was sufficient to eliminate the "intended use" 
issue from claim 21. Unfortunately, this acknowledgment was not discussed in the May 13 
Interview Summary. Applicants therefore respectfully request that this statement be formally 
entered into the record. 

Second, the Interview Summary states that "since claims 1 and 21 do not have the priority 
date of 1992, claim 14, which depends from claim 1, does not have a priority date of 1992". 
Although Ms. Strzelecka made this assertion during the interview, it was not agreed upon by the 
parties as the summary suggests. Applicants fully reserve the right to raise this issue in the 
future.
